Londen, March 3d. On Munday a Holland Mail 
arriv’d with the follawing Advices. 


Arragofla, Feb. 22. The Confederate Fleer, con. 

fifting of above 100 Ships, is arriv'd at Barce. 
lona, and having landed “Lwo Spanifh, and Eighr 
Datch Regiments, making together above 7000 Men, 
are preparing to Sai! to Final and Genoa, to bring 
more Reintorcemenis trom thole Piaces, King Charles 
is making fevera! Suong Lines 5 or 6 Miles above 
Barcelona, particularly trom Cabrina, upon the Ri- 
ver Lobregat, to Vicy, and from thence along 
Oitalrick to the Planes atthe Sea, 

Neufcharel, Keb. 28. Moniiur de Pulfieux Am- 
baffador of France, feems diipleas’d with the Addi- 
tion made, by the Canron ct Bern, w the Project 
of Neutralry. And makes no to affirm,

An Exprefs informs us, that on 
Wedneiday laft the Duke of Orleance arriv'd at Bay- 
onne, and that they expected every Day to have 
Advice of his Arrival at Madrid. We have alfo 
Advice that the Confederate Fleet is arriv’d at Bar- 
celona, King Philip defigns to fend 8 Batalions to 
Sicily, under Monfieur Mahoni, but that Montieur 


-Albergotti is to tollow him, in order to take upon 


him the Superiour Command. Monfieur D’ Ander- 
felle is upon his Departure for Milan, with a Con- 
fiderable Sum of Money to pay the Debts, which 
our Troops left unpaid when they retir’d from that 
Country. Great Sums of Money are alfo fent to 
Flanders to pay the Troopsthere. The leffening of 
the Minr will brine 2 Millions into the King’s Cof- 
fers. And the Officers of the Finances are treatin 
with the Merchants of Sc. Malo, Marteilles, and 
Genoa, to borrow Forty Milhons of Livers. The 
Departure of the Duke of Vendome is fixt to the 
2oth Inftanr. | 

Hague, March 6. Our Advices from Italy fay, 
that the Venetians have refolv’d to fitout 20 Men of 
War, and 50 Galleaffes. That a Pallace is prepar- 
ing at Genoa for the Reception of the Prince{s of 
Woltembuttle, who is to Embark there on board rhe 
Englith Squadron, which is to Convoy the Horte ro 
Caralonia. 

London March 3. . The Report that was fpread 
abroad concerning a Tumult in North Britain, is a 
falfe Alarm, for our aft Letters from Edinburg 
make no mention of it.
